Although  the  major  part  of  construction  at  the  Center  is  now  completed,  some 
work  remains  to  be  done.  That  is  why  not  all  of  the  leaders  could  be  housed 
at  the  Center  this  year. 

Press,  radio,  and  television  coverage  of  the  conference  and  opening  of  the 
Center  was  on  a large  scale.  To  name  a few  of  the  programs — Assistant  Secretary 
Peterson  was  emcee  for  a television  panel  of  five  delegates  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
June  II4.  REA  Administrator  David  A.  Hamil  (a  former  Lj-H'er)  was  special  guest 
on  a Clear  Channel  (recorded)  broadcast  with  a State  I4-H  leader  and  two 
delegates.  FHA  Administrator  Kermit  H.  Hansen  was  on  an  American  Farmer  broad- 
cast with  two  delegates.  Dr.  Max  Myers  (a  former  ii-H'er),  and  administrator 
of  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  made  an  Agri-Tape  with  an  outbound  IFIE. 

This  year,  because  of  the  many  public  contributions  in  support  of  the  Center 
and  the  significant  role  donors  are  playing  in  the  entire  I4-H  program,  June  16 
was  "Friends  of  1|-H  Day."  On  this  occasion,  special  honors  were  accorded  a 
group  of  persons  in  business  and  industry  who  accepted  invitations  to  the 
conference  and  the  Center  opening. 


SCIENCE  IN  U-H 


The  Exploratory  Conference  on  Science  in  I4-H  is  now  scheduled  for  September 
20-22,  at  the  Kellogg  Center,  Michigan  State  University.  About  29  top  scientists 
and  19  Extension  administrators  and  State  U— H leaders  will  be  participants, 
under  sponsorship  of  the  National  Science  Foundation. 
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The  three  major  conference  goals  are:  (l)  Explore  opportunities  for  includ- 

ing more  scientific  "why"  in  our  present  U— H project  program,  (2)  Investigate 
need  for  broad  new  I4-H  science  projects  or  activities,  and  (3)  Recommend  some 
next  steps  in  development  of  U— H and  science. 

Two  other  Extension  Committee  on  Organization  and  Policy  approved  workshops 
relating  to  1*-H  work  are:  (l)  Invitational  Study  Conference  on  I4-H  Foundations, 
approved  for  January  I960,  on  a centrally-located  land-grant  college  campus. 
Director  J.  0.  Knapp,  of  West  Virginia,  is  chairman  of  the  steering  committee. 

(2)  Conference  on  I4-H  work  in  urban  areas,  approved  for  the  near  future  with 
details  to  be  worked  out  by  a committee  to  be  named. 


SECOND  FAR  EAST  RURAL  YOUTH  WORKSHOP 

Rudy  Monosmith  has  departed  the  sunny  climes  of  California  for  Tokyo  to  serve 
as  consultant  to  the  Second  Far  East  Rural  Youth  Conference  to  be  held  in  Tokyo, 
August  3-15>*  Approximately  10  countries  of  Southeast  Asia  are  sending  delegations. 
Considerable  progress  has  been  made  since  the  first  such  meeting  held  at  Bangkok, 
Thailand,  February  195>7.  Currently,  Rudy  is  making  advance  contacts  in  Korea, 
Taiwan,  and  Japan  prior  to  the  international  meeting.  It  is  sponsored  by 
International  Cooperation  Administration  as  a part  of  its  technical  assistance 
program. 


12th  REGINAL  U-H  CAMP*  August  9-17 


The  12th  annual  Regional  U— H Club  Camp  will  be  held  here  August  9-17  at  Howard 
University.  About  12 f?  outstanding  Negro  U— H boys  and  girls  from  the  South  will 
represent  their  35>0,000  fellow  i*-H  youth  at  the  encampment.  Delegates  are 
selected  on  the  basis  of  their  achievements  in  farming,  homemaking,  and  leader- 
ship projects,  says  A,  S.  Bacon,  recently  appointed  Assistant  to  the  Assistant 
Administrator  of  Federal  Extension,  who  will  direct  the  camp. 

Highlights  of  the  8-day  program  will  include  visits  to  the  White  House,  the 
Capitol,  Mount  Vernon,  and  USDA's  research  center  at  Belts ville,  Md.,  speeches 
by  leaders  in  government  and  education,  and  group  discussions  by  the  U-H'ers 
themselves.  The  event  is  sponsored  jointly  by  USDA's  Federal  Extension  Service 
and  Extension  directors  in  the  Southern  States.

ADVISORY  GROUPS 

Georgia  - State  Advisory  Committee 

Members  of  the  State  Extension  Advisory  Committee  and  State  Extension 
staff  members 3 University  of  Georgia  College  of  Agriculture,  held  a joint 
meeting  at  the  Rock  Eagle  1|-H  Club  Center  on  June  26. 

The  Advisory  Committee,  composed  of  outstanding  farmers,  community  leaders 
and  representatives  of  farm  and  rural  organizations  of  the  State  does  just 
what  its  name  implies.  One  of  its  most  significant  contributions  has  been 
its  endorsement  and  full  support  of  the  State  Extension  program,  "What  Can 
Be  Done,"  which  projects  1965  goals  for  U-H  Club  work.

CAREER  EXPLORATION 

Alabama  - Careers  in  Horticulture 

Dr.  L.  M.  Ward,  Extension  Horticulturist,  has  prepared  an  excellent  set  of 
slides  and  scripts  on  Careers  in  Horticulture.  The  series  contains  37 
slides • 

Louisiana  - Career  Exploration 

For  a number  of  years  the  Louisiana  Bankers1  Association,  Louisiana  State 
University  Extension  Service  and  Federal  Reserve  Bankhave  cooperated  in  a 
one-day  program  held  in  different  sections  of  the  State  for  bankers,  and 
il-H  and  FFA  members.  The  theme  this  year  is:  "Interdependence  of 

Agriculture  and  Industry".  Five  tours  held  in  five  different  districts 
highlighted  sugar,  hard  wood,  and  three  forestry  meetings  in  soft  wood. 

The  complete  story  of  the  product  was  told  from  production  to  the  final 
salable  item.  Visits  to  the  processing  plants  were  included.  Careers  in 
the  industry  were  highlighted.  Approximately  £00  I4-H  and  vocational 
agricultural  boys  and  bankers  participated.  An  outgrowth  of  this  has  been 
a $1,200  scholarship  to  Louisiana  State  University  Agricultural  College 
for  one  of  the  participants  each  year. 

Washington  - Career  Emphasis  at  State  i|-H  Conference 

Wednesday  of  the  State  conference  program  found  30  Spokane  businessmen  in 
Pullman  to  lead  discussion  concerning  future  job  possibilities. 

Secretarial  training,  nursing,  business  operation,  education,  engineering, 
law,  veterinary  medicine,  home  economics,  and  the  natural  sciences  were 
discussed  in  the  career  series. 


RURAL  DEVELOPMENT 

Arkansas  - Youth  Emphasis  in  Rural  Development 

Arkansas  is  one  of  the  pilot  States  in  the  special  project  in  which  the 
Labor  Department  through  its  Employment  Security  Division  is  working  with 
the  Agricultural  Extension  Service  in  cooperation  with  other  agencies  on 
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the  Rural  Development  Program.  The  work  in  the  State  is  being  conducted 
in  a four-county  area.  The  first  work  which  has  been  undertaken  in  the  area 
is  for  representatives  of  the  Employment  Security  Division  to  work  with 
seniors  in  the  high  schools  in  the  four-county  area  in  a testing  and 
vocational  counseling  program.  Interest  has  been  reported  as  very  good. 

Louisiana  - Rural  Development 

Recently  we  have  seen  some  interesting  accounts  of  counties  in  the  rural 
development  program  which  have  been  working  on  youth  activities  to  make 
rural  development  areas  more  attractive  for  young  people.  For  example,  in 
Avoyelles  Parish  in  Louisiana  a swimming  pool  and  other  recreational 
facilities  were  built.  This  came  about  through  efforts  of  county 
organizations  including  the  garden  club,  civic  groups,  American  Legion, 
high  schools,  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


NEW  PROJECTS  AND  ACTIVITIES 
Alabama  - U-H  Wildlife  Projects 

The  State  has  taken  a lead  in  developing  several  I4-H  wildlife  projects. 

Here  are  some  of  the  more  recent  ones:  Trapping,  Clearing  Muddy  Fishponds, 

Bi-color  Lespedeza  for  Quail,  Safety  with  Firearms,  Bait  Casting, 

Fertilizing  Fishponds.  We  have  also  reviewed  some  excellent  I4.-H  leaflets 
by  Earl  Kenamer,  Wildlife  Specialist  of  the  Alabama  Extension  Service. 

These  are  8 x 10  notebook  style  leaflets:  Leaflet  158,  Fly  Casting; 

leaflet  15>2,  Spin  Fishing  for  U-H’ers;  leaflet  1 59 <,  Bait  Casting  for  Ij-H’ers. 

Kansas  - Personal  Finance 

The  personal  finance  activity,  one  of  the  newest  additions  to  the  Kansas 
program,  gives  youth  of  I4.-H  club  age  an  opportunity  to  learn  and  apply 
good  money  management  rules.  A set  of  12  lessons  on  personal  finances 
has  now  been  completed  by  Gladys  Myers,  extension  specialist  in  home 
management.  Miss  Myers  has  included  material  that  will  help  teen-agers 
become  better  money  managers  and  inspire  them  to  learn  habits  to  use  in 
money  management  throughout  life.  Each  member  does  the  first  four  lessons 
to  complete  the  year’s  work  in  the  activity.  The  remaining  lessons  may 
be  done  if  the  youth  wishes  to  do  more.  Four  are  for  younger  members 
and  four  for  older  members. 

Maine  - New  Project  in  Potato  Processing 

Newest  U-H  club  project  in  Maine  is  in  potato  processing  with  interested 
il-H  boys  from  Penobscot  and  Piscataquis  Counties.  The  new  I4.-H  project 
will  help  acquaint  club  members  with  the  requirements  of  the  potato 
processing  market.  They’ll  learn  to  grow,  harvest,  and  store  potatoes 
that  will  supply  the  quality  desired  for  processing. 
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Texas  - Business  Project 

Texas  has  joined  a number  of  other  States  in  featuring  a project  in 
cooperative  and  business  management.  The  project  features  the  four  ways 
of  doing  business.  It  is  hoped  that  this  program  will  be  particularly 
applicable  to  urban  club  members,  senior  U-H  members,  club  members  who  are 
interested  in  business  but  will  be  leaving  the  farm,  and  club  members  whose 
parents  are  active  members  in  business  firms. 


HEALTH— H 

Kansas  - State  Health  Conference 

Delegates  from  every  Kansas  county,  selected  for  their  interest  and 
participation  in  the  U— H Club  health  program,  participated  in  the  July  29- 
August  3 conference.  Each  day  of  the  conference  had  a theme;  Career  Day, 
Grooming  Day,  Living  Outdoors,  U— H Health  Ideas,  and  Physical  Fitness. 
Displays  of  health  booths,  exhibits  and  notebooks  were  featured.  The 
Kansas  Farm  Bureau  safety  reaction  testing  equipment  was  used  by  the 
participants . 

Florida  - Dental  Health  Program 

In  Duval  County,  membership  in  a "I4-H  Value  Your  Smile"  club  is  part  of  an 
overall  dental  health  plan.  Each  1*-H  member  is  entitled  to  a free  dental 
examination.  Necessary  dental  work  is  then  done  at  the  expense  of  the 
child’s  parents. 

Virginia  - Individual,  Family  and  Community  Health 

The  Medical  Society  of  Virginia  provided  six  $5>0  bonds  for  outstanding 
work  in  health,  in  addition  to  recognitions  through  the  national  awards 
program.  The  health  program  has  four  specific  objectives,  according  to  the 
State  plan;  Members  are  to  learn  that  physical  fitness  depends  on  health; 
acquire  desirable  personal  health  practices  and  attitudes;  share 
responsibility  for  improving  family  and  community  health;  and  develop 
leadership,  character  and  citizenship. 


CAMPING 

Massachusetts  - Camp  Counselor  Training 

"The  Challenge  Is  What  You  Make  It"  was  theme  for  the  State  I4.-H  Camp 
Counselors’  training  conference  held  at  the  Worcester  County  1|-H  Camp.  Work- 
shops were  attended  by  the  junior  leaders  who  returned  to  their  own  U-H 
camps  to  put  into  practice  what  they  had  gained.  Joe  Burroughs,  Extension 
Specialist  in  Human  Relations,  was  keynote  speaker. 
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Oregon  - "How  We  Live" 

A group  of  films  on  "How  We  Live"  formed  the  basis  for  an  enthusiastic 
and  helpful  discussion  series  at  the  U-H  Club  Summer  School.  This  is  a 
program  in  which  the  State  staff  has  been  cooperating  with  the  American 
Economics  Foundation.  Rental  on  the  film  series  was  supplied  by  a group 
of  business  establishments  in  the  City  of  Portland, 

Tennessee  - U— H Camping 

The  number  of  summer  camps  for  boys  and  girls  on  Tennessee  lakes  and 
mountains  is  steadily  increasing.  Fred  Colby  reports  that  more  emphasis 
is  being  given  on  natural  resources , nature  lore*  nature  crafts  and  nature 
appreciation. 

Virginia  - Career  Exploration 

U— H Club  members  in  Henrico,  Pulaski  and  Rockbridge  counties  are  serving 
as  pilot  groups  for  the  career  exploration  project,  open  to  club  members 
between  the  ages  of  lU  to  21.  The  program  was  launched  in  Rockbridge  in 
March  and  plans  were  made  to  hold  project  meetings  every  other  Tuesday 
until  eight  meetings  have  been  held. 

West  Virginia  - Camping 

One  in  three  of  West  Virginia's  Ii-H  Club  members  will  take  part  in  the  1959 
camping  program.  In  groups  that  range  from  approximately  5>0  to  35-0  members, 
the  members  will  be  attending  71  different  county  U— H camps.  In  addition, 
three  State  camps  are  held  at  Jackson's  Mill, 

West  Virginia  has  had  a rich  experience  in  developing  camping  to  its 
present  high  level.  Their  letter  of  suggestions  to  county  Extension 
workers  and  county  camp  instructors  would  be  well  worth  sharing.

Florida  - U— H Cooperative  Institute 

The  U— H Cooperative  Institute  held  recently  at  Daytona  Beach,  Fla.,  was  the 
first  of  its  kind  in  the  U,  S,  One  hundred  sixty-five  boys  and  girls 
coming  from  winning  I4-H  Clubs  in  the  1959  Florida  I4-H  cooperative  awards 
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program  attended  the  meeting.  The  conference  lasted  for  three  days. 
Representatives  from  one  group  in  each  of  the  ten  districts  in  Florida 
participated  in  the  program.  In  addition,  professional  workers  in  farmer 
cooperatives  representing  typical  associations  shared  with  youth  in 
carrying  on  the  program.  Club  leaders  as  well  as  many  farmer  cooperative 
members  participated. 

Iowa  - Citizenship  Tour 

Buchanan  County,  Iowa,  had  the  honor  of  being  the  first  county  group  to 
stay  at  the  National  U-H  Center  while  participating  in  a citizenship 
experience.  Forty- two  members  spent  a week  concentrating  on  a first-hand 
study  of  government  at  work  and  the  citizen*s  responsibility.  A second 
week  of  the  trip  included  an  exchange  visit  with  Kentucky. 

Kansas  - Rodent  Control  Trip 

Colorful  Colorado  is  being  explored  by  1 6 Kansas  U— H Club  members  this 
week.  The  members  received  the  trip  as  recognition  in  the  rodent  control 
program.  The  group  left  Tuesday  to  rough  it  in  the  out-of-doors.  Sleeping 
bags  provided  beds  at  night.  The  U-H'ers  and  chaperones  visited  conservation 
projects  in  Kansas  as  they  traveled  to  Fort  Collins,  Colo. 

Massachusetts  - Pageant  Highlighted  Conference 

A pageant  "Wefre  On  Our  Way"  was  a musical  and  dramatic  climax  to  State 
U-H  Conference.  It  depicted  the  important  roles  that  young  people  have 
played  in  our  history.

Conference.

Minnesota  - Exchange  with  Manitoba

exchange  program  with  Manitoba  I4-H  Clubs.  The  group  included  one 
representative  from  each  of  30  counties,  plus  a State  U— H Federation

A cake  cutting  on 
Monday  night  will  launch  the  first  major  event  in  the  anniversary 
celebration.  Members  of  the  1909  corn  club  in  Ahoskie  who  were  North 
Carolina*s  first  U-IMers  will  be  special  guest.  Another  highlight  of  the 
anniversary  celebration  will  be  a luncheon  for  U~H  alumni  on  Friday. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  two  volunteer  h-H  leaders  from  each 
county  will  attend  club  week.  The  leaders  have  been  selected  for  the 
expense-paid  trip  on  the  basis  of  their  outstanding  record  of  service 
to  the  local  U— H program. 

South  Carolina  - Conservation 

"Conservation  for  home  and  community  living"  was  the  theme  of  the  23rd 
annual  I4-H  conservation  camp. 

Delegates  to  the  camp  emphasized  conservation  of  home  grounds,  forests, 
wildlife,  and  food  in  their  group  discussions  and  demonstrations.  High- 
lights of  the  camp  were  a field  trip  by  bus  to  the  West  Virginia  Pulp  and 
Paper  Company  Experimental  Forest,  the  International  Paper  Company  at 
Georgetown,  Brookgreen  Gardens,  and  ocean  swimming  at  Retreat  Beach. 

Another  camp  feature  will  be  the  election  of  junior  counselors  for  next 
year!s  camp.  Each  year  six  junior  U— H counselors  help  State  U— H club 
agents  plan  and  conduct  the  conservation  camp  program. 


PUBLIC  UNDERSTANDING 
New  Jersey  - U— H Alumni

V ermont  - County  U-H  Band 

The  Grand  Isle  I4-H  Band,  organized  1$  years  ago,  is  directed  by  Donald 
Chamberlin.  The  group  plays  at  many  State  and  local  affairs,  including 
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State  1|-H  Day  in  Randolph  and  the  annual  1|-H  Farmer's  night  program  at  the 
Vermont  legislature.  The  hand,  which  has  nearly  30  members,  is  organized 
as  a b-H  Club  with  officers  and  adult  leaders.  All  the  musicians  are 
either  U-H  members  or  alumni. 

Texas  - Highway  Signs 

In  driving  through  Texas  one  notices  the  highway  b-H  welcome  sign.  A recent 
report  shows  69  of  the  billboard-like  signs  have  been  erected. 

Virginia  - Roadside  Welcome  Signs 

Forty-nine  counties  in  Virginia  have  bought  and  erected  175  lj-H  roadside 
"welcome"  signs  since  the  standard  State  U— H sign  was  adopted  in  1956. 

The  signs  are  ordered  through  county  agents,  who  in  turn  send  the  orders 
to  the  State  !±-H  office  at  VPI,  Painted  with  a white  background  and  green 
letters,  the  signs  carry  the  U— H colors.  On  some,  the  number  of  U— H 
members  in  the  county  is  shown. 

West  Virginia  - Roadside  Parks  Developed  by  b-H 

ii-H  Clubs  are  cooperating  in  developing  more  roadside  park  areas  as  a 
community  service  project,  either  by  individual  clubs  or  as  a countywide 
project.  A suggested  plan  outlines  standards  for  developing  and  maintain- 
ing such  areas  so  they  will  favorably  reflect  the  1|-H  club  and  the  1|-H 
name.

"Make  Your  Farm  Pond  Safe  - Prevent  Drownings"  - PA-396 


Has  just  been  published  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service.  The  increasing  number 
of  ponds  and  their  increased  use  makes  this  a timely  message. 

According  to  Agricultural  Research  Service  statistics  (191i9-53)j  73  percent  of 
persons  drowned  on  farms  were  under  20  years  of  age.  Based  on  7$5>08  fatalities, 
195^-56,  occurring  on  the  land  and  in  and  around  service  buildings,  1,129  were 
drownings,  a percentage  of  more  than  15.  More  than  two-thirds  of  the  drownings 
occurred  in  mid-year — May,  June,  July  and  August.  Drownings  are  the  second 
highest  cause  of  fatalities  on  the  farm,  next  to  machinery  with  about  35  percent 
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"Natural  Resources  - Help  Conserve  Them"
